Notable escapes were ac- 
tually made during the per* 
lad of these movies' success- 
es. Roger Touhy, the notor- 
ious beer-baron of Chicago, 
Evanston and points north, 
broke loose with henchmen 
from Statevllle prison right 
here in Illinois in 1942.

His 
name was legend by then and 
he boasted "no jail will hold 
me."

The jail at Crown Point 
was called a "fortress im- 
possible to break out of" by 
the authorities who threw a 
company of armed, guard** 
around the building in a 24- 
hour vigil. . 

As the story goes (and 
there are always fictional ad 
ditions) Dillinger whittled 
himself a wooden gun. black* 
ened it with shoe polish and 
bluffed his way out of tlie 
jail with it. Other stories 
state he was smuggled a gun 
by a visitor. 

Dillinger did not last long 
enough to enjoy his freedom, 
'however. On a hot July 
night in Chicago he went to 
a theater called the Bio- 
graph. With him went a 
woman called Anna Sage who 
informed the FBI, under (he 
regional command of Melvin 
Purvis, that Dillinger would 
be there with her. They 
would recognlc her by the 
red dress she wore. "The 
Lady in Red" as she later be- 
came known was cooperat- 
ing with the FBI In order to 
prevent being deported to 
the land of her birth— Ru- 
mania. 

Dillinger went into the 
theater, watched the movie 
and went out of the theater 
alone. Anna Sage had made 
an excuse to stay behind. 

Seeing FBI agents moving 
toward him on tho street, he 
ran for the nearest alleyway, 
where, allegedly, shots were 
exchanged, lie was killed 
instantly. 

After it was over Anna 
Sage told authorities of his 
lust actions. 

The movie- they had 
watched that night was "Man- 
hattan Melodrama" — a gang- 
ster film on the order of 
"Public Enemy Number 
One" and "Little Ceaaar.", 
starring Myrna Loy, William 
Powell and Clark Gable. Ga- 
ble is shown in a death-cell 
scene going to the chair with- 
out remorse or fear.

He went 
on to say, "Reasonable, Zoning 
regulations can accomplish 
much good, but when you 
turn a professional planner 
loose to pour your whole 
County Into the same mold, 
and endeavor to fix the future 
of the County with the rigid- 
ity shown in this ordinance, 
it just will not work in free 
America." 

Gentlemen, these are my 
sentiments about your, pro- 
posed Zoning Ordinance. I re- 
spectfully submit, that the 
Village of Antioch has suffi- 
cient ordinances on the books 
to adequately protect the 
good citizens of this village, 
and that if the proposed Zon- 
ing Ordinance Is adopted, 
you will be attempting to reg- 
ulate the economy in an un- 
natural manner, that will not 
tend to conserve the taxable 
value of land and buildings 
in the Village. The Public 
Peace has already been frac- 
tured by your deliberations, 
let us hope sincerely, that 
nothing will happen to the 
Health, Sanitation, and Public 
Safety, that has always been 
kept In good order in our fine 
Community.

CHICAGO — Retail food 
prices arc basically steady at 
prevailing levels, promotional 
emphasis and price conces- 
sions coming on meat and pro- 
duce lines moat affected by 
the weather and season. 

Continuing brisk, cool wea- 
ther lias upset meat merchan- 
dising. Retailers swung the 
emphasis to pork and lamb In 
the face of rising costs to 
maintain good movement be- 
fore the lethargy of hot 
weather sets in. Reef roasts 
also receive cool-weather at- 
tention. 

Pork and lainb are relative- 
ly better ' supplied. Roth 
climbed in cost at live and 
wholesale markets, lamb to 
the highest point in two years 
as the new spring crop moves 
in to try and fill the long- 
standing scarcity. Reef 
costs fell as anticipated on 
increased supplies. 

Some relief in produce ar- 
rived with seasonal locut pro- 
duction that is beginning to 
break tho back of scarcity and 
high prices that have been 
barriers to bargain opportuni- 
ties. ' 

Poultry seems to be on 
normal course except for tur- 
keys that come under tho in- 
fluence of politics. Tho pend- 
ing farm bill plus the June lit 
referendum on a federal tur- 
key marketing order lias 
helped curtain new-crop tur- 
key buying. Somo ' 4,00,000 
pounds of lite birds moved 
from storage with the weok, 
though, apparently to supply 
the market (3045c retail) in 
the meantime. Fryer costs 
arc down on increased pro- 
duction, casing retail prices 
(25-35c) at some points. Egg 
markets are steadier, al- 
though costs advance sligh'tly 
on Grade A largo on volume 
movement. Retails hold at 
4347c generally, and occa- 
sionally less. 

The University of Illinois 
consumer service weekly sur- 
vey of food values signals 
these items for tho market 
period ending June 16: 

Meats— Pork loin roasts, 
chops, steaks and sparerlbs, 
lamb leg roasts, beef rump 
roasts and steaks; Poultry- 
Large eggs and frybrs; Pro- 
duce—strawberries, peaches, 
oranges, grapes, new cabbage*

lettuce, cucumbers and saljuJ 
greens. 

Typical of local produce 
that is Improving the situa- 
tion are strawberries and new 
cabbage, which along with 
others listed above are hotter 
buys. However, other lines 
show signs of casing, such as 
peppers, cauliflower, broccoli 
and potatoes. 

Continuing high priced and 
relatively scarce arc most 
melons, sweetcorn, better 
quality tomatoes, celery, car- 
rots and beans.

One of the most; Important 
consequences of a principal- 
agent relationship is that ithe 
principal ; becomes; liable for 
the legal wrongs of his agent 
if they are committed In the 
course of the* agent's employ- 
ment This is true irrespec- 
tive of any fault on the part 
of the principal. 

Thus, if A is driving a truck 
Xor P and negligently injures 
.C, the employer, P, will be 
liable. The employer cannot 
escape liability even if he 
should prove that he express- 
ly Instructed A to drive care- 
fully. For' this reason, the 
principal must be careful as; 
to the agents he employs, i: 
»n ' An agent may not escape 
liability to third parties for 
his own actions on the ground 
that he was following the* or- 
ders of his principal. For ex- 
ample, if an agent wrongfully 
repossesses a car from a third 
party at his principal's direc- 
tion, he will be personally lia- 
ble in an' action for damages. 
The third party may sue 
cither the agent or the prin- 
cipal but if the agent is com- 
pelled to pay, he may- obtain 
indemnity from his principal. 

Questions sometimes arise 
as to the power of agents to 
make collections. An agent 
generally can receive pay- 
ment at the time of sale but 
often does hoi* hav6~"autbor^ 
ity to collect at a later time. 
Tito, buyer should therefore 
be cautious In this situation 
as otherwise he may have to 
pay again if the agent uses 
the funds for his own use.

SHOULD I INCORPORATE? 

Each year thousands of new 
businesses are started and in 
each case the owner must 
choose the form under which 
he will conduct his business 
venture. The three basic 
forms are the sole proprietor- 
ship, the partnership and the 
corporation. The choice of a 
particular form should be 
made carefully and with cop- 
potent advice. 

The sole proprietorship Is, 
of cpursc, the simplest busi- 
ness form. No organizational 
formalities arc required. The 
proprietor may delegate au- 
thority to employees in which 
case they may bind him to 
certain agreements; but oth- 
erwise he is In complete con- 
trol. The entire net income 
of the business must be re- 
ported by the owner on his 
personal income tax return 
while all losses are borne by 
the proprietor, and creditors 
of the business must be re- 
ported by the owner on ids 
personal assets to satisfy their 
claims. 

When the business is sold 
or the owner dies, that partic- 
ular proprietorship ends even 
though the business may bo 
carried on by someone else.
